Drunk driver who killed 
three won't be declared 
a dangerous offender

Anti-drunk driving activists are fu¬ 
rious that a notorious northern Al¬ 
berta drunk driver who killed a 
mother and three children in an al¬ 
cohol-fuelled, head-on crash will not 
be declared a dangerous offender. 




"How many more people does he 
need to kill before he is considered 
a dangerous offender?" asked Mar¬ 
garet Miller, national president for 
MADD Canada, in a phone inter¬ 
view. 

Raymond Charles Yellowknee 
faces a sentence of 20 years in 
prison minus four years for time 
served and has been declared a long¬ 
term offender, Judge Ernie Walter 
ruled yesterday in Slave Lake. 

Yellowknee will also require 10 
years of supervision once he is re¬ 


leased and is banned from driving 
for life. 

"Taking away his licence is a joke 
because it wouldn't have mattered," 
said Miller. 

The 35-year-old man pleaded 
guilty to four counts of drunk driv¬ 
ing causing death in 2006, along 
with other offences related to 
evading police while driving. 

Yellowknee has also faced 71 
charges related to impaired driving 
since he was 18, but has only been 
in jail for one year.

Alberta to 
fund HPV 
vaccine 

Girls entering Grade 5 
eligible in September

Alberta has decided to fund a con¬ 
troversial vaccine to prevent cervi¬ 
cal cancer, the last province to do 
so in Canada. 

Beginning in September, girls en¬ 
tering Grade 5 will be eligible for 
the HPV (human papillomavirus) 
vaccine. Ninth-graders will be eli¬ 
gible in September 2009. 

"This voluntary immunization 
program is really about taking pre¬ 
ventive action to keep our female 
students healthy," said Education 
Minister Dave Hancock in a re¬ 
lease. 

Some Christian groups say the 
shot encourages teenage girls to 
have sex. 

Dr. Simon Dobson of Canada's 
Vaccine Evaluation Centre has told 
Metro that the vaccine has received 
unfair media attention. 

'According to a national study, it 
shows a parent's religious belief is 
not an issue when it comes to im¬ 
munize their girls," said Dobson. 

About 180 Alberta women are 
diagnosed with cervical cancer 
each year and 40 will die from the

was just turning cancerous. It 
was eight inches, by eight 
inches by eight inches," she 
says, in a matter-of-fact way.

Download crackdown 



New bill seeks to 
go after big fish, 
not individuals 

Canadians will be allowed to 
copy legally acquired music 
to their iPods and computers 
but would be banned from 
getting around any digital 
locks that companies might 
apply, under new legislation 
introduced in Parliament 
yesterday. 

The bill, introduced by In¬ 
dustry Minister Jim Prentice, 
would also reduce the penal¬ 
ties that companies could 
seek for most private in¬ 
fringements of copyrights to 
a maximum total of $500 
from a previous $20,000 per 
infringement. 

Currently, for example, 
someone downloading five 
movies without authoriza¬ 
tion for private use could be 
sued for $100,000, whereas 
now the maximum would be 
$500 — a level that would 
make firms unlikely to pur¬ 
sue such individuals. 

"It's not a fine. It's actually 


a form of damages. In other 
words, it's the rights holders 
that have to pursue. It's not 
the state — it's not criminal," 
a government official, who 
asked not to be identified, 
told reporters in a briefing. 

Heavy, commercial levels 


of piracy, however, could face 
far more severe liabilities in 
corporate lawsuits and 
would also continue to be 
subject to government pros¬ 
ecution, with penalties of up 
to five years in prison. 

Industry officials say their 


big concern is not individual 
private infringements but 
those who upload material to 
the Internet and make 
money off it. Canadian per¬ 
formers said the new legisla¬ 
tion would help protect their

An advertising campaign 
will warn consumers they 
cannot be assured of the 
safety of fake or unlicensed 
Olympic-related merchan¬ 
dise, or that the factories 
that made it met the ethical 
standards required of sanc¬ 
tioned producers. 

Vancouver organizers 
have not seen a large amount 
of counterfeit merchandise 
yet, but expect problems will 
increase after the 2008 Sum¬ 
mer Olympics in Beijing 
when world attention begins 
to shift to the Games in 
Canada. 

The Vancouver Organizing 
Committee also renewed its 
warning about ticket scalp¬ 
ing, saying it will be using 
"secret shoppers" to buy 
tickets from unauthorized 
dealers to figure out where 
they came from.

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Stem cell scams 


Experts worried 
about false 
healing claims 

Some unethical websites and 
clinics are offering "snake oil" 
treatments that claim to pro¬ 
vide cures using stem cells but 
are at best raising false hopes, 
stem cell experts said yester¬ 
day. 


The International Society 
for Stem Cell Research said it 
wants to counter these mis¬ 
leading claims with a set of 
guidelines for researchers and 
the public alike, in part to pre¬ 
serve the reputation of the 
field. 

"These guidelines are criti¬ 
cally important to the future 
success of the field," said Dr. 
George Daley, president of the 


group and a stem cell re¬ 
searcher at Children's Hospital 
and Harvard Medical School in 
Boston. "Not only does the use 
of untested therapies put pa¬ 
tients at risk, it jeopardizes the 
legitimate practice of all trans¬ 
lational stem cell research." 

The group declined to name 
any website or clinic but said 
they are widely advertised.

Death of a star witnessed 


Scientists glimpse 
violent explosion 

Scientists have for the first 
time witnessed the flash of 
light produced inside a dying 
star just before it explodes, 
according to a study yester¬ 
day that provides a unique 


glimpse into how a super¬ 
nova forms. 

The red supergiant, more 
than 500 times more massive 
than the Earth's own sun, 
was destroyed after its core 
collapsed and a deadly shock 
wave of energy completely 
blew it up, the astronomers 
said. 


"We have witnessed the vi¬ 
olent death of a massive star 
in a galaxy almost one billion 
light years away in unprece¬ 
dented detail," Kevin Schaw- 
inski, an astronomer at the 
University of Oxford who led 
the study, said in a telephone 
interview.

Food prices 
remain low 
in Canada 

Here's something to chew on 
over your morning bowl of 
cereal: Only 2 per cent of the 
price is the cost of the grain. 

The rest goes to pay for 
shipping, processing, pack¬ 
aging and advertising, along 
with heating and lighting the 
store where it is sold, a Sta¬ 
tistics Canada report says. 

That's one of the reasons 
food price inflation remains 
relatively low in Canada, at 
1.2 per cent over the 12 
months, even as the price of 
grain soars on world markets, 
the study, called Food Prices: 
A boon for producers, a buffer 
for consumers, concludes. 
Canada has the second low¬ 
est food price inflation in the 
world, after Japan. 

A rising dollar has made 
imports cheaper, offsetting 
higher prices for bread and

Criminal charges 
laid over alleged 
gas collusion 

The Competition Bureau says 
it is investigating gas price 
fixing in other provinces in 
the wake of criminal charges 
and convictions in Quebec. 

The bureau announced at 
a news conference in Mon¬ 
treal that criminal charges 
have been laid against 13 


people and 11 companies for 
allegedly fixing gasoline 
prices in four Quebec mar¬ 
kets. This is the first time 
since 1955 that a gas price 
fixing prosecution has re¬ 
sulted in convictions, said 
bureau commissioner Sheri¬ 
dan Scott. Three companies 


and one individual pleaded 
guilty yesterday. They were 
fined a total of $2 million. 

Scott said gas retailers in 
Thetford Mines, Victoriaville, 
Magog and Sherbrooke al¬ 
legedly phoned each other to 
agree on gasoline prices.

Capitals superstar 
adds Hart, Pearson 
to trophy shelf 

Washington Capitals winger 
Alexander Ovechkin capped a 
dazzling season by winning 
the Hart Trophy as the NHL's 
most valuable player last night 
to complete an unprecedented 
sweep of awards. 

Having already claimed the 
Art Ross trophy as the NHL's 
leading points scorer (112) and 
the Maurice "Rocket" Richard 
trophy for leading the league 
in goals (65), the 22-year-old 
Russian also picked up the 
Lester B. Pearson Award as the 
NHL's outstanding player as 
chosen by his peers. 

It marks the first time a 
player has won the Hart, Pear¬ 
son, Richard and Ross trophies 
in the same year. 

Ovechkin also won a world 
championship gold medal

A t about 10:30 a.m. 

yesterday, Jujie Luan 
received a clean bill 
of health from her doctor 
in Edmonton. 

What does this have to 
do with the price of tea in 
China? 

Well, nothing, but it cer¬ 
tainly will increase the 
price of Olympic tickets in 
China. 

Luan, see, is a Chinese 
legend. She won a gold 
medal for China in fencing 
in 1984 . She is officially 
listed as one of China’s top 
50 sports stars. Her image 
has adorned Chinese 
postage stamps. A movie 
chronicled her life. There 
were several Chinese best¬ 
selling books on her. Chi¬ 
nese youngsters still study 
her feats in textbooks. She 
is as recognizable in China 
as, say, Wayne Gretzky in 
Canada.

Now, Luan is hoping to 
become a two-country leg¬ 
end. At the ripe young age 
of 50 , and after retirement

stints of 12 and eight 
years, Luan qualified re¬ 
cently to represent Canada 
at this summer’s Olympics 
in China, although she 
wasn’t certain she’d be 
able to compete until her 
doctor’s appointment yes¬ 
terday. 

“I’ve been very tired 
lately,” she told me via cell¬ 
phone as she left the doc¬ 
tor’s office. “I needed 
blood tests. It’s my thyroid, 
but it’s OK and I’m going 
to Beijing.” 

She’ll be a scalper’s de¬ 
light there. She’ll draw ca¬ 
pacity crowds. She may be 
the most compelling story 
at the Games. 

Her return is “already all 


over the Chinese newspa¬ 
pers,” said Luan’s husband, 
Dajin Gu. “I don’t think 
it’s common knowledge in 
Canada, but it’s major, 
major news there.” 

Jujie insisted she isn’t 
nervous. “I’m fine men¬ 
tally,” she said. “I’ve been 
through a lot.” 

True. She joined China’s 
national fencing team at 
16 and became the world’s 
best despite a serious kid¬ 
ney ailment. In 1983 , she 
grew fond of Edmonton 
while at the World Univer¬ 
sity Games and moved to 
the city six years later to 
study English at the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta. She be¬ 
came a Canadian citizen 
and was inducted into Ed¬ 
monton’s Hall of Fame this 
week. 

“We would have re¬ 


turned to China, but our 
oldest child was born here 
with Down syndrome and 
we knew we couldn’t get 
affordable health care 
there,” Gu explained, “so 
we stayed. 

“Canada’s great. I do 
nothing. Jujie teaches and 
coaches (fencing in Ed¬ 
monton). Our children (Jes¬ 
sica, 16 , Jerrica, 14 , and 
Daniel, 10 ) are happy.” 

They’d be happier, of 
course, if mom wins an¬ 
other medal, but Gu has 
cautioned them. 

“She has no chance,” he 
said. “Fencing is a young 
people’s sport. Jujie has 
great technique and she 
dreams of another medal, 
but reality is reality.”

My Morning Jacket 
takes new disc in 
different direction

from Louisville, Ky., jam 
rockers My Morning Jacket 
started leaking, the collec¬ 
tive response to the record 
was shock. The reaction 
was mainly sparked by the 
track Highly Suspicious 
which features singer Jim 
James putting on an un¬ 
usual falsetto with the rest 
of the band chanting the 
song’s title in the back¬ 
ground. It’s a far cry from 
the group’s usual melodic 
pop affairs, something 
drummer Patrick Hallahan 
is well aware of. 

“I heard this particular 
song and I was like, ‘What 
the hell is this?”’ he says, 
recalling the moment 
when James played the 
band the tune for the first 
time. “Jim is one of my 
best friends and you think 
you know the guy and you 
get this and I’m like, 
‘Maybe I don’t talk to you 
enough.’” 


It wasn’t long before the 
five-piece warmed up to 
the surprisingly catchy 
tune. Hallahan explains 
that the track was simply 
meant to be a fun listen, 
but there’s more going on 
here than just a band 
wanting to have a good 
time. Evil Urges is easily 
one of My Morning Jacket’s 
more eclectic offerings, 


with quirky tracks, 
straight-up southern 
tunes, and infectious rock 
‘n’ roll littering the disc. 
While it’s as interesting as 
their other records, My 
Morning Jacket has defi¬ 
nitely gone in a different 
direction. 

“We wanted to challenge 
ourselves, says Hallahan. 
“We tried to get out of our 


normal comfort zone of 
seclusion and unlimited 
time.” 

To do that the group 
recorded in New York City 
— it’s the first time they’ve 
ventured outside Louisville 
to make a record. “We 
were working in a studio 
where we could only go for 
12 hours at a time,” he re¬ 
veals. “We’ve never been 


faced with limitations like 
that before. It yielded a dif¬ 
ferent outcome because we 
had to focus 
more.” 

There’s a 
chance 
some fans 
might be 
turned off 
by tracks 
like Highly 
Suspicious, 
though so 
far the tune 
has garnered much more 
praise than scorn. While 
the band knows some fans 
might be alienated by the 
new tunes, Hallahan says 
growing as a group trumps 
popular opinion. “We had 
to take these steps for our 
0 mental stability,” he ex¬ 
plains. “We have to grow, 
change and create. In 
order to do that we have to 
try new things and push 
ourselves. We just ask that 
people stick with us.” 

But pushing themselves 
wasn’t easy. Hallahan even 
spent a few days wonder¬ 
ing if recording in New 
York was the right deci¬ 
sion. “It was stressful at 
times. It was a lot of work 
and really changed the 


way we recorded. But,” he 
adds, “it was a lot of fun 
too.” 

In the end 
My Morning 
Jacket 

achieved their 
goal for Evil 
Urges — it’s fo¬ 
cused, diverse 
and, for better 
or for worse, 
it shows that 
a 10 -year-old 
band can still 
evolve. “It will piss some 
people off and make oth¬ 
ers very happy,” says Halla¬ 
han. “We’re still catching 
flack for not making an¬ 
other At Dawn.”

ACTRESS KATHERINE 
HEIGL, a surprise Emmy 
winner last year for her 
role on the hit TV drama 
Grey’s Anatomy, has bowed 
out of this year’s race in an 
apparent swipe at produc¬ 
ers for diminishing her 
presence on the series. 

Heigl, 29 , quietly chose 
not to submit her name for 
consideration as an Emmy 
contender this year but ex¬ 
plained her rather conspic¬ 
uous absence from the 
ballot when asked by Tom 
O’Neil, columnist for the 
Los Angeles Times’ show¬ 
biz awards website TheEn- 
velope.com. 

“I did not feel that I was 
given the material this sea¬ 
son to warrant an Emmy 


nomination, and in an ef¬ 
fort to maintain the in¬ 
tegrity of the academy 
organization, I withdrew 
my name from con¬ 
tention,” she said in a 
statement posted by 
O’Neil. 

“In addition, I did not 
want to potentially take 
away an opportunity from 
an actress who was given 
such materials.” 

The lengthy list of per¬ 
formers vying for Emmy 
recognition from fellow 
members of the Academy 
of Television Arts and Sci¬ 
ences was posted in recent 
days. Nominations will be 
announced on July 17 .

The very great problem 
with M. Night Shyamalan’s 
films is that once he de¬ 
parts from the nameless 
dread so painstakingly cre¬ 
ated in their setup, they’ve 


lost most of their reason to 
exist. He’s a horror director 
uninterested in shocking 
you silly, and a maker of 
thrillers with one big plot 
point on which everything 
pivots, instead of a few 
dozen smaller ones meant 
to keep you intrigued. And 
once you’ve passed over the 
fulcrum of that pivot his 
films often disintegrate 
into unintentional hu¬ 
mour. 

The Happening begins 
with a high school science 


teacher (Mark Wahlberg) 
quizzing his students about 
some inexplicable and omi¬ 
nous disturbances in na¬ 
ture’s balance, just as sever¬ 
al cities in the U.S. north¬ 
east are being hit with 
what looks like a chemical 
attack. Things get serious 
fast, and he flees the city 
with his wife (Zooey De¬ 
schanel) and best friend 
(John Leguizamo), and they 
quickly find themselves 
stranded in the country as 
the suicide-inducing conta¬ 


gion closes in on them. 

The film is a bit of a de¬ 
parture for the director, 
since he reveals the big 
premise early on, and not 
near the end, sparing the 
audience the eye-rolling 
revelations that made Signs 
and The Village so retroac¬ 
tively disappointing. Unfor¬ 
tunately, that means you 
can start rolling your eyes 
and giggling earlier, with 
the first film that makes it¬ 
self the punch line to glob¬ 
al warming’s joke.

Time to get over 
controversial title, 
film’s stars say

Lisinslca aren’t quite sure what 
all the fuss is about. 

Their new film has raised the 
ire of politicians and some in 
the movie-going public, few of 
whom have actually seen the 
picture. 

It should be noted that it 
contains no violence, bare 
breasts and a couple of bottoms 
are the only nudity on display, 
and with the exception of some 
explicit language, the sexual 
content is far from gratuitous. 

Maybe it’s the title, Young 
People F—king, that’s raised 
more than a few eyebrows 
across this great land. 

“People assume things out of 
nowhere,” Esmer says. 

“They hear the title, think of 
something else and think that’s 
what the movie is about.” 

“I think the universal reac¬ 
tion to it from people who have 
seen it is, ‘oh, it’s really sweet, 
isn’t it?”’

Controversial monikers aside, 
the comedy has drawn most of 


its attention from critics who 
lauded the comedy’s sharp, 
edgy writing and witty dia¬ 
logue when it premiered at the 
Toronto International Film Fes¬ 
tival last year.

couple, the player dating the 
girl from work, the exes still 
looking for love, the friends 
who decide to take things a bit 
further in their relationship, 
and the couple (Esmer and 
Lisinslca) that invites their 
roommate into the bedroom to 
spice things up. 


Directed by Canadian Martin 
Gero, and co-written by Gero 
and Canadian actor Aaron 
Abrams, the film is an explo¬ 
ration of the complexities of re¬ 
lationships, rather than the 
gratuitous romp its title sug¬ 
gests. Still, the rest of the press 
Young People F—king has re¬ 


ceived has largely been tied to 
the ramifications of Bill C-10, 
which would give the federal

Tim Roth revels in role as villain to Norton 


Perfectly happy to 
play foil to star of 
incredible Hulk

serves a great villain and 
even the monstrous behe¬ 
moth that is the Hulk is 
no different. Lucky for the 
producers behind The In¬ 
credible Hulk, Hollywood’s 
Go-To Guy for playing the 
perfect bad dude was avail¬ 
able when they called. 
Enter Tim Roth. 

Having played every¬ 
thing from an evil monkey 
in Planet of the Apes to a 



love struck robber in Pulp 
Fiction and even earning a 
coveted Academy Award 
nomination as the schem¬ 
ing villain in 1995’s Rob 
Roy, Roth has earned a 
well-deserved reputation as 
the ideal rapscallion. 

“I don’t mind (playing 
villains) if they’re kind of 
juicy,” Roth recently told 


me while promoting the 
Incredible Hulk. 

“If I’m having a good 
time with it, the audience 
tends to see that.” 

With the Incredible 
Hulk, Roth returns to form 
playing Emil Blonsky, an 
over-the-hill soldier who 
craves the thrill of power. 

When he purposely gets 
a greater dose of the same 
gamma radiation that 
turned rival Bruce Banner 
into The Hulk, he quickly 
takes advantage of his new 
beastly power — one that 
only the green-skinned su¬ 
perhero can match. 

“It was a seriously large 
amount of fun we had 
making it.” says Roth. 

But the shoes of his 


character (The Abomina¬ 
tion) are not easy to fill. 
The history of The Hulk 
goes back to 1962 when he 
debuted in comic-book 
form. 

Five years later, The 
Abomination made its first 
appearance and has since 
become one of The Hulk’s 
most revered foes. 

“I was wary of (the fans) 
because they’re tough,” 
says Roth. 

“But they’ve actually 
gone through the roof. 
They love it!” And hardcore 
fans aren’t the only ones 
appreciating Roth’s villain¬ 
ous portrayal. Critics have 
also been kind to the latest 
Hulk blockbuster. It might 
not even be a shock to 


Roth if he found out the 
role returned him to, dare 
I say it, awards territory. 

“(The Abomination) kind 
of reminds me of the Rob 
Roy guy in a way.” admits 
Roth. 


“As clumsily as I play it, 
it’s still quite carefully 
written so it’s sort of a bad 
guy experience that the 
audience can enjoy.”

Hathaway more 
than holds her own 
with comic actors

\mm ONE, TWO, THREE, four 
male actors ... and keep counting 
the male universe on the set of Get 
Smart. 

Enter the lone major female star 
— Anne Hathaway. As Agent 99, the 
25-year-old had a ball playing with 
the boys during the four-month 
shoot. Most notably acting with the 
lead boy — Steve Carell, Agent 86, 
in the good vs. evil movie that 
opens in theatres next Friday. As it 
turns out, Hathaway isn’t only a 
good actress on-screen, but admits 
deft subliminal acting by hiding 
her nerves from her co-stars. After 
all, such major players as Carell, 
Alan Arkin (chief) and Terence 
Stamp (Ziegfried) have an array of 
film credits. “It always is (nerve- 


wracking), but I’m really good at 
hiding it,” Hathaway told Metro. “I 
didn’t want to make eveiyone else 


around me uncomfortable by talk¬ 
ing about how obsessed I am — 
with them ... I very easily could 


have geeked out everyday, but I 
don’t think we would have got a 
lot of work done. I was very intimi¬ 
dated by everything that was going 
on, but I chose to try and appear 
that I was cool and knew what I 
was doing.” Get Smart, the big- 
screen version, weighs in with an 
abundance of action and comedy 
mix, just like the legendary Emmy 
Award winning TV series (1965-70) 
that has gained more fans over the 
years through syndication. But ac¬ 
cording to Carell, it was Hathaway 
who was turning heads with her ... 
speed. “There were several scenes 
in the movie where we are running 
toward Disney Hall (downtown LA) 
at full tilt,” said Carell. “I was run¬ 
ning as fast as I possibly could run. 
Anne Hathaway was wearing 4-5-6- 
inch heels and she was kicking my 
ass. And I have no idea how that is 
physically possible.” And then 
there’s those occasions on set 
when real life takes over and you 
just have to wing it. For Hathaway, 
that would be having a health 


issue during the time she had to 
kiss Carell during a romantic 
scene. Due to a mix of using a con¬ 
tact solution that was pulled off 
the shelves last year, and a simulta¬ 
neous sinus infection, Hathaway 
got pink eye. “And my tears kind of 
got in my mouth, (before kissing 
him),” Hathaway said, laughing. “It 
was very glamorous.” 

Carell escaped infection. But as 
Michael Scott in The Office, he 
probably wouldn’t have.

Connery to launch 
autobiography 


Scottish nationalist’s 
memoirs will be a 
highlight of festival 

Sean Connery is set to shake and stir 
this year's Edinburgh Book Festival 
by unveiling an autobiography on his 
78 th birthday. 

The Scottish actor who defined the 
role of British secret agent James 
Bond and his literary collaborator, 
filmmaker Murray Grigor, discuss 
the book at the festival on Aug. 25 , 
organizers said yesterday. 

Connery, a passionate Scottish na¬ 
tionalist who has sworn not to live in 
his home country until it is inde¬ 
pendent, has titled his memoirs 
Being A Scot. 

As the book festival celebrates its 
25 th anniversary, director Catherine 
Lockerbie told Reuters she had been 
keeping an eye on Connery's autobi¬ 
ography through its various incarna¬ 
tions. 


Edinburgh-born, Connery once 
delivered milk in the city and posed 
as a model at the College Of Art be¬ 
fore hitting the big time. 

"His book obviously had to be 
launched with us," Lockerbie said. 

The literary feast, with a record 
800 authors participating in 750 
events from Aug. 9 - 25 , runs along¬ 
side the international arts festival, 
the anarchic fringe and a series of ex¬ 
hibitions in the biggest annual cele¬ 
bration of its kind in the world. 

Connery's appearance also coin¬ 
cides with the 100th anniversary of 
the birth of Ian Fleming, creator of 
British superspy James Bond, other¬ 
wise known as agent 007 . 

Author and comedian Charlie Hig- 
son will launch the fifth and final 
episode of his successful Young Bond 
series, while the authorized biogra¬ 
phy of Fleming, For Your Eyes Only, 
will feature at the festival.

f reesha Turner may be the only artist 
to credit our national anthem with 
helping her discover her voice.

Experts weigh in 
on finding 
right bronzer

WITH TODAYS heightened 
awareness of skin damage 
caused by ultraviolet rays, the 
amount of tanning products 
available for “faking it” are 
endless. 

So achieving that sought- 
after, sexy bronze glow is re¬ 
ally just about doing some 
research and finding the tools 
that work best for you. 

“You can find bronzers in a 
variety of formulations, such 
as gel, powder, and liquid,” ex¬ 
plains Kelly Amsterdam, direc¬ 
tor of Clinique Global 
Communications, Canada. 
“Aside from bronzers, you can 
also achieve a sun kissed glow 
with products like tinted 
moisturizers, blush and loose 
powders. The key is starting 
with a healthy-looking com¬ 
plexion, and finding the 
right, custom-fit bronzing 
product for your skin type.” 

Sephora Pro Beauty team 
expert Adi Lando says women 
can achieve that perfect sum¬ 
mer glow easily with multi¬ 
use products like the Sephora 
Bronzing Kit. 

“Complete with a tri¬ 
coloured bronzer for that per¬ 
fect sun-ldssed glow, which 
doubles as an eye shadow, 
bronzing brush and lip gloss,” 
he says. 

When going the bronzing 
powder route, the right brush 
will also help by blending the 
makeup to give you a flawless 


finish. 

“Think about where the 
sun would hit you naturally, 
and try making the number 
three down your face (fore¬ 
head, cheekbones and jaw 
line, and finish down the 
nose),” he says. “These are the 
proper areas of application so 
the bronzed look is natural 
and not over-done.”
